Acknowledgment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 9/1 8/2007. 
Accordingly, claims 35-58, 71 , 84-1 01 , 1 1 0, and 1 1 9-131 are pending in this 
instant application. 

2. Claim 120 has been withdrawn from examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

4. Claims 35, 44, 45, 54-58, 71 , 84-87, 92-95, 1 00, 1 01 , 1 1 0, 1 1 9, and 1 21 - 
131 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Le Roy (US 
5,822,363). 

Regarding claims 35, 44, 45, 54-58, 71, 84-87, 92-95, 100, 101, 
.110,119, and 1 21 -1 31 , Le Roy, as shown in figures 5,6,9 and 1 0, 
teaches a method and apparatus for transmitting and receiving signals 
comprising providing digital data (10), phase modulating bitstreams using 
orthogonal spreading signals (30i, 30 2 , 32i and 32 2 ), phase modulating a 
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carrier with modulating signals (16, 18i and 18 2 ) and summing the 
modulated carrier instances (31). See also column 1 , lines 42-55 and 
column 7, line 31 to column 1 1 , line 58. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 36-43, 46-53, 88-91 and 96-99 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 35, 44, 45, 54-58, 71 , 84-87, 
92-95, 1 00, 1 01 , 1 1 0, 1 1 9, and 1 21 -1 31 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
